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No record exists just when the little wood house was built on quaint old St. George Street, just inside the 
city gates, but it is evident that the structure was built after 1586 and is shown on an old ‘Spanish map of 
1763 when it was described as a “‘Wood house in fair condition.” Today it still stands as one of the most un- 
usual attractions to be seen in St. Augustine, Florida. See our latest schoolhouse, “Old Main,” page 11.

d familiar one; yet, we will never 

e able to say the last word about it. 
It is an old, old story; yet ever new. 
The birth of our Lord was unique in 
the history of man. We began our ex- 
istence at birth, but Christ was before 
the worlds were. He lived from all 
eternity. He speaks of Himself as be- 
ing Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end, the first and the last. 
One writer has said that He was not 
God indwelling man, nor man deified; 
but a combination of God and man in 
a personality. In other words, He was 
God manifest in the flesh. John 1:14, 
“And the’ Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us, (and we beheld his 
glory, the glory as of the only begotten 
of the Father,) full of grace and 
truth.” 

The genealogy of our Lord as re- 
corded by Matthew has been very 
profitable to us. A Mohammedan in 
southern India said he was first drawn 
to faith in Christ by reading His 
genealogy. He said such a procession 
ust lead up to a mighty name; so by 
dying Matthew’s record of our 
rd’s genealogy, he gained faith in 
God. The late David Baron said, “This 
is an indisputable fact that the Lord 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth is the last 
in Jewish history whose descent from 
the royal line can now be established 
by sufficiently authentic proof.” His- 
tory tells us that at the destruction of 
the second temple, the national gene- 
alogical records perished; so the only 
records that were preserved are those 
proving our Lord’s descent from David 
found in the New Testament. 

The theme of the entire Bible is the 
coming of the Son of God into the 
world. As early as Gen. 3:15, God 
said to the serpent, “And I will put 
enmity between thee and the woman, 
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By Mrs. Ruth Starnes 
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and between thy seed and her seed; 
it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.” This was God’s 
initial assertion that He was going to 
bring the creation of man to a success 
through the seed of the woman, and 
that seed was Christ. 

All through the Old Testament there 
were promises of Christ’s coming into 
the world. Isa. 9:6, “For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: 
and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace.” Malachi thun- 
dered out a denunciation against the 
sins of Israel and said, “Behold, I will 
send my messenger, and he shall pre- 
pare the way before me: and the Lord, 
whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to 
his temple, even the messenger of the 
covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord of hosts.” 
There were about four hundred silent 
years between this prophecy and the 
birth of Christ, in which time there 
was no spiritual awakening, no proph- 
et to lead the people to repentance. 
The promises of the Old Testament 
prophets, of the coming Messiah, were 
a comfort to the people during this 
dark period. 

At the time of Christ’s birth, Augus- 
tus Caesar was Emperor of the Ro- 
man Empire, and Herod the Great was 
king of Judea, but subject to Rome. 
This Roman dominion was galling. The 
very presence of the Roman soldiers, 
laws, and money ever reminded the 
people of their subjection to a foreign 
government, when, according to the 
Old Testament prophecies, they should 
be free and themselves rulers of the 
world. The Jewish hopes of a Redeem- 
er, of throwing off the bondage that 
held them, of becoming the glorious 
nation promised them by the proph- 
ets, was in the very air they breathed.

God’s providence had prepared the 
world for His coming and this was the 
fittest time in all history for His birth. 
All the world was subject to one gov- 
ernment; thereby the apostles would 
be free to travel everywhere. The door 
of every land was open for the gospel. 
The world was at peace, so the gospel 
could have free course. The Greek lan- 
guage was spoken everywhere with 
other languages, so it would be easy 
to preach the gospel. 

But first the messenger Malachi 
spoke about must come. Zacharias and 
Elizabeth were two righteous people 
who walked blameless before the Lord, 
according to the Scriptures. They were 
childless and well stricken in years. 
Perhaps in their younger life they had 
prayed for children, but now I imagine 
they must have given up hope of ever 
being thus fruitful. According to the 
custom in those days, Zacharias went 
into the temple to burn incense before 
the Lord. While performing this priest- 
ly duty, the angel of the Lord appeared 
to him and told him that Elizabeth 
would bear him a son. The angel 
further said, in Luke 1:15-17, “He 
shall be great in the sight of the Lord, 
and shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink; and he shall be filled 
with the Holy Ghost, even from his 
mother’s womb. And many of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall he turn to the 
Lord their God. And he shall go be- 
fore him in the spirit and power of 
Elias, to turn the hearts of the fathers 
to the children, and the disobedient to 
the wisdom of the just; to make ready 
a people prepared for the Lord.” John 
was to be the forerunner of Christ. He 
was to prepare the people to accept 
Christ when He came. The result of 
John’s preaching would be reconcilia- 
tion and restoration of harmony to 
the broken life of Israel.

The United States has completed 
350,000 new homes in the first eight 
months of 1946. Construction is rapid- 
ly increasing, but it will be a long 
time before the 3,000,000 homes needed 
can be erected. This country, like the 
rest of the world, will not have enough 
homes for its people for many years 
to come. 


In view of this great crisis, during 
these evil days, it is indeed marvelous 
to see the many new substantial 
church buildings being erected 
throughout the United States. But 
why not when liquor stores, theaters, 
and roadhouses are being erected to 
disgrace the nation? 


The Church is facing a great chal- 
lenge to spread the gospel; to erect 
buildings and fill them with a wor- 
shipful people. 

Why is it so hard to secure building 
materials? Because there is a world- 
wide shortage in housing. The World 
Dispatch reports the number of houses 
destroyed or badly damaged in World 
War II; Soviet Ukraine, 2,000,000; 
France, 1,000,000; Yugoslavia, 504,000; 
Great Britain, 460,000; Greece, 197,- 
000; Netherlands 175,616; Belgium, 
135,497. 

Because of the fact that Britain 
needs 750,000 new homes, she has 
1,500,000 families doubled-up. If they 
replace slums and regain prewar 
standards, it will require between 
2,500,000 and 4,000,000 homes. France 
has begun- a ten-year program to 
build 1,500,000 new homes. Some ar- 
chitects recently predicted that it 
would take until the year 2000 to 
rebuild war-damaged cities. Black 
markets are diverting materials from 
home construction to factories, stores, 
and amusement centers. 

“Italians are facing economic chaos: 
Unemployment, now over 2,000,000, is 
expected to double this winter; open- 
ing fertile field for Communism.”— 
World Dispatch. 

Visualize a small country with about 
46,000,000 people, where about half 
that number can be supported at 
present; with unrest, lack of raw ma- 
terials, lack of credit with other coun-

tries, unemployment, strikes, and 
prices ever soaring. Communism 


breeds in discontent. Its promoters 
are godless, God-haters; who desire 
not only to overthrow civil govern- 
ments, but everything pertaining to 
God’s work. Pray for Italy for if 
Communism gains there, it will have 
another stronghold from which to con- 
tinue to spread. Already America feels 
keenly the ever tightening grip of 
Communion on its vitals. Surely it is a 
time for earnest prayer by all of God’s 
people everywhere. 
Home Missions 

“Winona Lake, Ind.—The National 
Fellowship of Brethren Churches 
donated a total of $914,365—or $54 per 
capita—to home missions and other 
benevolences last year, it was an- 
nounced at the denomination’s head- 
quarters here. 

Per capita given to foreign missions 
totaled $22. 

Six new churches were organized 
and 793 members received, bringing 
the total membership of the body to 
16,836. The Fellowship owns build- 
ings valued at $1,854,922.”—RNS. 

Truly the cause of missions is rest- 
ing heavily upon Christian people 
everywhere. May God help us all to 
do our part. 


Missionaries Assigned 


“New York—One hundred and seven 
Jesuits, the largest number ever sent 
to mission posts throughout the world 
in a single year, have been assigned 
since January 1, according to Father 
Calvert Alexander, S. J., editor of Je- 
suit Missions magazine. 

“Ninety of the one hundred and 
never went to Jamaica, B. W.I., Bag- 
dad, Ceylon, India, China, the Philip- 
pines, Alaska, British and Spanish 
Honduras, and the Caroline and Mar- 
shall Islands. The remaining seven- 
teen were assigned to missions in the 
northern and western parts of the 
United States, “to continue the work 
of the Jesuit martyrs—conversion of 
the Indians.” 

“The Philippine Islands, with forty- 
three newly assigned Jesuits, drew the 





largest contingent of missionaries. 
Yora, in Spanish Honduras, and the 
Marshall and Caroline Islands in the 
Pacific are new fields for his order, 
Father Alexander said.”—RNS. 

Brethren, is it not high time that 
we were putting forth every effort 
possible to send out trained mission- 
aries to the full ripe harvest field?— 
Editor. 

400 Missionaries Abroad 

“San Francisco—After two  post- 
ponements, the S. S. Marine Lyns, 
carrying 400 Protestant missionaries 
returning to the Orient, sailed from 
here. 

“The missionaries, representing the 
vanguard of 8,000 returning to fields in 
East Asia and the Pacific Islands, ar 
bound for China and the Philippines, 
under the auspices of the Foreign Mis- 
sions Conference of North America. 

“Originally slated to leave San Fran- 
cisco August 28, the non-reconverted 
troop-carrier was then re-scheduled to 
sail September 11, but this departure 
was postponed because of the first 
maritime strike. 

“The sailing was the first mass 
movement of missionaries back to 
Asia since V-J Day and the largest in 
foreign missions history. It will be 
followed by a second ‘missionary ship’ 


at a date as yet to be specified.”—-RNS.

T HE failure of 
modern education flows from its in- 
adequate and perverse views of man’s 
nature. Man is more than a system 
of reacting tendencies; more than a 
machine. Watson, the behaviorist, de- 
clared that man is like an automobile, 
for just as the automobile is a ma- 
chine for performing one kind of work, 
man is a machine for performing an- 
other kind of work. But Watson over- 
looked what to some of us is a fact of 
bitter experience: whereas the auto- 
mobile is indeed self-moving it is not 
self-steering. Man is both self-moving 
and self-steering. 

Our earlier analysis of personality 
is incomplete. An education seeking its 
outcome alone is terms of action 
world ward, and its methods alone in 
terms of intellectual learning and 
emotional conditioning, must miser- 
ably fail. Man is more than thought 
—he is the thinker; more than feel- 
ing—he is the one who feels; more 
than action, he is the agent. At the 
source of thought, feeling and action, 
at the very heart-center of personal- 
ity, is the soul or spiritual man with 
capacities upon which God Himself 
may operate by His Spirit. 

There are those who object that the 
soul is an unscientific concept long 
since rejected by psychology. The 
course of psychology in its effort to 
become a natural science has been 
traced by some unnamed wag in this 
bit of doggerel: 

First psychology lost its soul; 
Then it lost its mind; 

Then it lost consciousness— 

It still has behavior of a kind. 

It is high time for psychology to find 
its soul. If gross, naturalistic deter- 
minism is not the life-outcome we de- 
sire in education, then we must postu- 
late moral responsibility for mankind 
and conceive of the child as capable 
of spiritual quickening Godward. 
Otherwise, civilization will soon be 
shattered to fragments by irrespon- 
sible reacting mechanisms of great 
power but no moral control.

If man has spiritual capacities God-

ward, to educate him only in relation- 
ships manward and worldward is to 
fail in his education in the most im- 
portant direction. “For what is 3 man 
profited, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” 

The wise man long ago wrote, 
“Where there is no revelation the peo- 
ple cast off restraint.” Hence the 
social tragedy which has followed up- 
on recent generations living without 
the knowledge of God. 

The Scriptures again and again 
urge the transmitting of God’s laws 
and His precepts to oncoming genera- 
tions. In Psalm 78 we read: 

“Give ear, O my people, to my law: 
incline your ears to the words of my 
mouth. I will open my mouth in a 
parable: I will utter dark sayings of 
old: Which we have heard and known, 
and our fathers have told us. We will 
not hide them from their children, 
showing to the generation to come the 
praises of the Lord, and his strength, 
and his wonderful works that he hath 
done. For he established a testimony 
in Jacob, and appointed a law in Is- 
rael, which he commanded our 
fathers, that they should make them 
known to their children: That the 
generation to come might know them, 
even the children which should be 
born; who should arise and declare 
them to their children: That they 
might set their hope in God, and not 
forget the works of God, but keep his 
commandments.” (v. 1-7) 

Also in Deut. 6:6-9: 

“And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 
And thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. And thou shalt bind 
them for a sign upon thine hand, and 
and they shall be as frontlets between 
thine eyes. And thou shalt write them 
upon the posts of thy house, and on 
thy gates.” 

How different from these are the 
words engraved in stone above the 
door of one of our American universi- 
ties—a presumable Christian institu- 
tion: 


“No man is greater than his god. 
Up from the self-same path they trod. 


One moves not faster than the other 
can. 
No god is greater than his man.” 


What is it we are to teach our chil- 
dren to insure their welfare and the 
prosperity of unborn generations? Is 
it the achievement of the race in its 
struggle against disease? or the devel- 
opments of literature and philosophy? 

These are important. Science, in- 
vention, art, literature and all the 
worthy achievements of the human 
mind should be preserved and passed 
on to our children and our children’ 
children. But such as we have nam 
are not of first importance, After all, 
human happiness and welfare are pos- 
sible without bathtubs, or telephones, 
or radios, or automobiles, or X-ray, or 
airplanes, or submarine, or tommy 
guns, or block-busting bombs, or atom 
bombs—extend the list as you please! 
Man’s inventions will be turned to his 
own destruction unless with all his 
learning he comes to know God. 

Where may man learn of God? 
From His Word. God speaks clearly: 
we are to “tell it to the generation 
following.” We must transmit God’s 
laws and precepts to our children and 
our children’s children. Without in- 
struction in His Word, how can our 
children learn what God hath spoken? 

The Bible is racial experience and as 
such deserves an important place in 
education. But the Bible is far more 
than racial experiences. In it God 
breaks through into the time-order to 
deal with man. Thus the Bible is not 
only the record of man’s quest for 
God, it is also God’s revelation to ma 
The Bible is not the record alone 
man groping toward the light from 
the dim dawn of history. The Bible 
is the light. It is not merely the rec- 
ord of mans wandering in quest of 
God, not the log of his sailings on a 
voyage of discovery, but rather the 
chart and compass by which he must 
sail if ever he finds God. The Bible 
is not man’s best word about God, but 
the very Word of God to man. 

As knowledge, Bible truths are mas- 
tered by the intellect; the Bible’s 
exalted ideals and solemn warnings 
stir the deepest and the noblest feel- 
ings; the Bible’s laws, precepts and 
examples urge to righteous living. All 
these result from wise use of the Bible 
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as racial experience. But this is not 
enough. Even when in our unswerving 
orthodoxy we accept the Bible as di- 
vinely inspired, this is not enough. 
Only as God by His Spirit in the Word 
speaks to man in redemption is man 
basically adjusted to truth Godward 
in salvation or to truth manward in 
effective social relationships. 


God has not left man to grope his 
way in the light alone of human in- 
tellect to the discovery of saving truth, 
as Wallas’ survivors of an imagined 
world catastrophe must make their 


ee and painful way of social evolu- 


on to the rudiments of a new civili- 
zation. The saving truth of God is not 
accumulated in the ordinary give-and- 
take of man’s outward relationships to 
his world. This truth is something 
outside and beyond man which grips 
him. It is indeed a revelation, not a 
discovery. But note that this truth 
grips man, not brute. It is man that 
has the power to receive the saving 
revelation. This power is his because 
he is first of all a self or soul with 
spiritual potentialities. 

Here are the words of Elihu to his 
elders as recorded in the Book of Job: 

“Day should speak, and multitude 
of years should teach wisdom. But 
there is a spirit in man: and the inspi- 
ration of the Almighty giveth them 
understanding,” (32:7, 8). 

Elihu has kept silence out of respect 
for the years and greater experience of 
his elders, but finally he can no longer 
hold his peace. Life experience, he 
says, should count for something in 

uiring wisdom. Yes, mere trial- 

d-error has its teaching value. But 
man is capable of something higher 
than animal learning by purblind ex- 
perience. Man is more than mind and 
its conditioning nervous system. He 
is also spirit. Therefore, God can speak 
to man, quickening his understanding 
to spiritual insight as the truth of 
revelation grips him. 

Since the Bible is God’s Word of 
saving truth, why do the nations 
strive? Why is there not peace and 
justice? Why is sin rampant? Because 
the nations have rejected the Bible. 
And now our children no longer even 
know the Book. 

The New England Primer has long 
since been outmoded. That famous 
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textbook was largely religious in con- 
tent. Other schoolbooks of great in- 
fluence a century ago were likewise 
saturated with Scripture and with 
Christian instruction. Dr. Wright in 
United Evangelical Action (April 4, 
1945) reported his analysis of every 
reading book he could find which was 
used in the public schools of Vermont 
and published between 1800 and 1850. 
The percentages of religious matter 
ranged from 23 to 100. In striking 
contrast are the books now in general 
use in Vermont. Mythology largely 
replaces religion in the reading-books, 
and in history, organic and social 
evolution dogmatically explains hu- 
man origins. 

Are we then to marvel that the chil- 
dren of this day are so ignorant of 
God’s Word? It is related that a 
teacher in a modern school requested 
her class to develop into a paragraph 
the statement, “God drove Adam and 
Eve out of the garden.” One lad ex- 
pressed his desire to represent his 
idea pictorially. True to the cult of 
expressionism, the teacher consented. 
When the assignments were due, 
among the papers presented was this 
lad’s picture in which a large auto- 
mobile was headed down the drive of 
a formal garden to an imposing gate 
opening upon a super-highway. Be- 
hind the wheel was the lad’s represen- 
tation of God and in the tonneau in 
great dignity sat Adam and Eve! 


Because man is first of all a soul or 
self with capacities Godward, and his 
relationships worldward are expres- 
sions of that soul, or self in thought, 
feeling and action, to attempt to edu- 
cate him in these surface relationships 
without reference to his essentially 
spiritual nature and capacity is to 
deny that which in the highest sense 
marks him as man. 

In its concern to adjust children to 
the age, modern education has re- 
stricted itself largely to these surface 
relationships. But the contemporary 
provides no adequate basis for educa- 
tion. Our children will best adjust to 
the age if first they are firmly estab- 
lished on the Rock of Ages. 


The neglect of the spiritual and the 
eternal in modern education came 
home to me most forcibly a few years 
ago, when, as a member of a panel of 


guest speakers at an educational con- 
ference sponsored by a great univer- 
sity, I defended the educational and 
social worth of enduring and time- 
tested values against the radical 
claims of a state educational officer 
that education should seek contem- 
porary social values centering in the 
child’s immediate experience. The 
teacher, he said, has no right to in- 
struct even ten-year-old children in 
what to believe regarding social and 
economic issues, but the teacher’s 
function is only to present facts with- 
out bias, and the children through 
discussion of these facts are to reach 
their own conclusions as to right and 
wrong. 

I find myself in hearty agreement 
with Chancelor Hutchins, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, in his criticism of 
modern education when he says that 
we have been throwing so much green 
wood on the fire that it has all but 
gone out, and our eyes are blinded 
by the smoke. He is referring to the 
modern trend in education toward 
particulars of experience and neglect 
of first and unchanging principles. 

To educate in terms of the partic- 
ulars of experience, with no reference 
to the central source or spring of all 
man’s relationship, is to violate the 
unity of personality and prepare the 
way for character’s disintegration. On 
the occasion of the St. Louis meeting 
of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science last spring, 
a psychologist broke into the daily 
news with his assertion that children 
and youth need discipline in terms ot 
standards of right and wrong; if they 
are to be saved from uncertainty, fear, 
frustration and a sense of guilt. In 
other words, they need education in 
terms of a standard beyond the ex- 
perience of the moment, if they are to 
achieve integration. 

This is a far cry from the clamor of 
so-called “progressive education” 
whose leaders have long insisted 
that we must educate in terms 
of the  child’s present interests 
and experience, avoiding violence to 
growing personality which results 
from forcing ideas and restraints up- 
on it which have persisted in our social 
heritage as vestigial remnants of an 
outgrown culture. This, from a con- 
vention of the nation’s top-rank 
scientists, is also a far cry from what 
I witnessed a few years ago in a con- 
vention of that organization which 
claims to represent the best theory 
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The Initial Evidence of Baptism in the Holy Spirit 


St. John 7:17: 


“If any mon will to do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it 


be of God, or whether I speak of myself.’ 


T umn has been 
much misunderstanding and so many 
people confused because they do not 
understand the difference between 
the Word of God and the doctrine of 
mankind. 

I believe the baptism in the Spirit 
to be a definite experience and you 
will know without a doubt when the 
Spirit of God fills you. Some one, 
lacking in self-confidence, may want 
advice and ask the question if they 
have received the baptism; the an- 
swer being that anyone having re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit would know, 
and, therefore, would never have a 
doubt. 

THE BOOK OF RECORDS 

I might go to your city for a revival 
campaign. Upon arriving there, I be- 
come interested to know just what the 
population of your city is. I might ask a 
young gentleman what the population 
of your city is, and he would reply, 
“I think it is about 75,000.” Later, I 
ask another what the population of 
your city is, and he replies, “I think it 
is about 85,000.” Then I ask a third 
party and he tells me it is around 
100,000. Three different people testi- 
fying about the population and yet 
not one of the three people gave me 
the same answer. Therefore, to be ac- 
curate about the population, I would 
check the records specifying the exact 
population when the census was last 
taken. 

Regarding the physical evidence of 
the baptism in the Holy Spirit, how are 
we going to find out whether it is 
speaking with tongues or something 
else? 

Some one may suggest, ask the peo- 
ple who claim to have the experience 
of the baptism in the Holy Spirit. 
All right, we will ask one brother. 
“Have you ever received the baptism 
in the Holy Spirit?” He replies, “I 
received the Holy Ghost, speaking with 
tongues as the Spirit gave utterance.” 
Later we ask another brother if he 
ever received the Baptism. “Oh yes! 
A number of times.” Then we ask, 
“Well can you tell us what happened 
when you received the Baptism?” He 
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replies, “Oh, I don’t know that any- 
thing special happened. I sought the 
Lord and He blessed me until I over- 
flowed with joy and got the Baptism.” 
Then we ask a third person, “Have you 
ever received the Baptism?” He re- 
plies, “Yes, I received it by faith when 
the preacher laid his hands on me 
and the Lord blessed me.” 


Here again we have three people 
testifying of the same experience, 
each giving us a different answer and 
yet not one of them meaning to de- 
ceive us or lead us astray. But I won- 
der if they could all be right. I feel 
that there is another way to determine 
what the initial evidence of the 
Baptism really is; that is by going to 
the book of records. The book of Acts 
is the book which records how people 
have received the Baptism in the Holy 
Spirit. After all, we must not try to 
make the Bible fit our ideas, but our 
ideas must line up with the words of 
God. 


In the book of Acts, there are five 
records at which we want to look. 
Some one might ask, in each of the 
five cases, “Does it say that the initial 
evidence was speaking with tongues?” 
It does not; that is why this message 
is needed. In three of the five cases, 
the first thing mentioned after tell- 
ing us that they were filled with the 
Spirit, is that they spoke with tongues. 
We want to find out if they had the 
same initial evidence in the other two 
cases. Here is an illustration that 
might help you some at this point. If 
I were to walk into a restaurant and 
tell the waitress I wanted an order of 
ham and eggs, she might repeat the 
order to me, “Yes sir, ham and eggs.” 
But when she would go to the kitchen 
to call the order to the cook, she 
wouldn’t bother to say anything about 
the eggs. Instead she would say, “ham 
and,” she would mean the very same 
as I had meant by ham and eggs. 
The eggs would be understood. This 
illustration may help us as we look at 
these five references in the book of 
Acts. In some cases it mentions the 
full order, the baptism in the Spirit 
with the speaking with tongues. In 
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some, nothing is said about the 
tongues; but we believe the tongues 
accompanied the infilling with the 
Spirit. 

HOW THE JEWS RECEIVED 

The first record of any receiving 
the baptism in the Spirit is Acts 2:4, 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave the 
utterance.” We see here that “@ 
first thing that happened after the 
were filled with the Spirit was that 
they began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. We find the initial pattern set 
forth on the day of Pentecost. We 
should follow this as Moses was in- 
structed to do. See Hebrews 8:5. We 
read, “See that thou make all things 
according to the pattern shewed to 
thee in the mount.” We see that God 
always has a system of doing things. 
There is a right way to do things and 
there is a wrong way. 

Proverbs 14:12 says there is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man. In 
John 5:39 we read these words, 
“Search the scriptures.” When we 
want to find out the truth of'a 
matter we begin to inquire and to 
search for the truth. We believe 
Acts 2:4 to be the pattern in 
the New Testament of how to re- 
ceive the baptism in the Spirit, and 
we believe it is our privilege to receive 
the baptism according to this pa 
tern. 

HOW THE GENTILES RECEIVED 


Some one may say these were Jews 
who received the Baptism on the day 
of Pentecost. How should the Gen- 
tiles receive the baptism in the Spirit? 
If we turn to Acts 10:44-46, we shall 
see how the first company of Gentiles 
received this experience. We find 
Peter preaching at the house of Cor- 
nelius, and while Peter spoke these 
words the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the Word. You may ask, 
“How did they know they had received 
the Holy Ghost?” They heard them 
speak with tongues and magnify God. 
We see that they had the same initial 


evidence as did those who received * 
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Him on the day of Pentecost. 
UNDER PAUL’S MINISTRY 

Some may say that it was under the 
ministry of Peter. How did people 
receive the Baptism under the min- 
istry of the apostle Paul, who had a 
later and possibly greater ministry. 
If we turn to Acts 19:6, we find the 
first record of anyone receiving the 
Baptism under the ministry of Paul. 
When Paul laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them, and 
they spoke with tongues and proph- 
esied, 

Now I would like for you to notice, 
we have seen that the first company 
of Jews receiving the baptism, the 
first record of Gentiles receiving the 
baptism, and the first ones to receive 
the baptism under the ministiy of 
@o all spoke with tongues. 

THE REVIVAL AT SAMARIA 

Let us look at the 8th chapter of 
Acts, where we read about the great 
revival in Samaria. Those who oppose 
our message often refer to this chap- 
ter, saying it tells of many at Samaria 
receiving the baptism in the Spirit, 
but make no mention of their speaking 
with tongues. This is true, but if you 
will read the story carefully and 
notice who the workers were that 
were sent from Jerusalem to Samaria, 
to help the new converts receive the 
Baptism, I am sure you will feel that 
they received the Baptism with the 
same initial evidence, as did those 
who received it on the day of Pente- 
cost. 

Verses 14 and 15 tell us that Peter 
and John were sent to Samaria to help 
those who had received the Word to 
receive the Holy Ghost. Verse 17 says, 
“Then laid they their hands on them 
and they received the Holy Ghost.” 
Now we want you to notice who Peter 

d John were. According to the first 

apter of Acts, Peter and John were 
two of the one hundred and twenty. 
We know that all of the one hundred 
and twenty received the Baptism with 
the evidence of speaking with tongues. 
Surely they would believe and pray 
until these new converts received the 
same experience. 

Now we want to notice the case of 
Simon. When Simon saw that through 
the laying on of the apostles’ hands 
the Holy Ghost was given, he offered 
them money, saying, “Give me also 
this power, that on whomsoever I 
lay hands, he may receive the Holy 
Ghost.” It is believed that Simon was 
a Jew. He probably thought he could 


* ® make some money, therefore, he was 
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willing to invest some. Simon, no 
doubt, saw something that was real 
here which attracted attention. He 
was willing to part with his money to 
receive the power that Peter and 
John had. Undoubtedly the speaking 
with tongues was what attracted his 
attention and convinced him. 
HOW PAUL RECEIVED 

In Acts 9th chapter, we read of 
Saul going to Damascus to persecute 
the Christians. On the way, he was 
blinded and fell to the earth. As a 
bright light shined from heaven, he 
was convicted of his sins and had to 
be led into the city. Here we see him 
praying in his blinded condition. 
While he is praying, the Lord speaks 
to one by the name of Ananias, tell- 
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ing him to go to Saul, and lay his 
hands upon him that he might re- 
ceive his sight and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Verse 17. Ananias did 
as the Lord instructed. Finding Saul, 
he laid his hands upon him for that 
twofold purpose—that he might re- 
ceive his sight and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 

Undoubtedly, this is the time and 
place when Saul received the Baptism. 
The Scripture does not record it else- 
where, and when Ananias was sent 
for that expressed purpose, he did his 
part, and surely God would be faithful 
to do His. But you will notice it says 
nothing whatsoever about his speaking 
with tongues. Is that any indication 
that he did not speak with tongues? 


We feel it is not, for we know that 
he did speak with tongues. 

If you notice, in this chapter he is 
Saul. His name was soon changed to 
Paul and if you want to know if Paul 
did speak with tongues just turn with 
me to 1 Corinthians 14:18, where we 
read his own words, “I thank my God 
I speak with tongues more than ye 
all.” It was not necessary to mention 
it in the ninth chapter. We see Paul 
did speak with tongues. It was not 
necessary to mention it in the 8th 
chapter in the revival at Samaria. No 
doubt the same sign was given to the 
believers there. We want to notice 
that in the five cases mentioned, only 
three were mentioned as speaking 
with tongues as the initial evidence of 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, which 
is enough to measure up to the divine 
standard that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word shall be 
established. 

We want to notice that oil in the 
Bible is a type of the Holy Spirit. He 
wants to pour on the oil, but before 
He can do this there must be a cleans- 
ing process. When we are sure that 
our sins are all washed away and that 
we are clean through His blood, then 
we are in the will of God to ask Him 
to fill us with the Holy Ghost. Then 
we can respond to the call of our 
Master. 


KEEP KNOCKING 


We would like to say a few words 
about those seeking the Lord. Maybe 
you have been seeking the Lord night 
after night and seemingly you can’t 
get through. Possibly you need to con- 
centrate your mind on the Lord. At 
this time there are so many things to 
detract our minds from God. Possibly 
you are thinking about your work or 
how hard the job is, or you have to 
get home early or some one is waiting 
for you, and you have your mind on 
that. There is a lot of things to hin- 
der you, but if we can just push those 
things aside and begin to yield to the 
Spirit of God, then it won’t be long 
until the Spirit of God will take con- 
trol of you. How long must I seek. 
Luke 24:49 says these words, “But 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high.” Remember, He is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek Him, and 
they which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness shall be filled.

and practice in religious education. 
In that convention it was related that 
a little child ran up to a western 
window which framed a beautiful sun- 
set, and exclaimed, “O Mother! Who 
painted that picture?” The mother an- 
swered, “I do not know.” The leader 
of the group in which this was related 
was asked if the mother answered 
aright. I could only gather from the 
response of this famed leader in reli- 
gious education, that it was his judg- 
ment that the mother had answered 
wisely and would have erred to take 
advantage of the child’s rapture to 
press upon her an adult view of God’s 
revelation of Himself in His creation. 

The psychologist’s statement at the 
A. A. A. S. convention last spring is 
but one indication that the failure 
of education divorced from religion is 
becoming apparent, even to educators 
whose interests are not primarily reli- 
gious. 

We are now in the crisis of American 
democracy. Public education has long 
been our hope, but when public educa- 
tion rejected religion, society rapidly 
“cast off restraint.” The tragic social 
consequences of divorcing education 
from Christian instruction, we have 
already noted. The present situation 
is sobering, even to the most optimis- 
tic believer in the improvability of 
human nature through education 
apart from divine grace. Added to the 
divorcing of Christian instruction 
from public education, has been the 
betrayal of Christian education in the 
house of its friends. The modern 
church has, under the leadership of 
religious education “experts,” swung 
the Sunday School in line with secular 
education. In an International Coun- 
cil convention in this city, a former 
teacher in a modern “progressive” 
school, now engaged in church school 
teaching, expressed her surprise and 
perplexity that she found no differ- 
ence between progressive education in 
the secular school and religious educa- 
tion in the Church School. 

The situation is grave indeed, and 
challenges the best thought and 
statesmanship of the church. The 
solution of the problem is not to place 
the Bible in the public schools, were 
that possible. The Bible can be taught 
in the public school, if at all, merely 
as racial experience and not as God’s 
revelation of saving truth. Such use 
of the Bible, we have already inti- 
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mated, does not meet the child’s need 
and nature at the highest level, the 
spiritual. 

A recent book by J. Paul Williams, 
The New Education and Religion, deals 
with the problem of religious educa- 
tion in a democracy, considering var- 
ious types of organization and con- 
tent of religious education, and finds 
none adequate. The author reaches 
his climax with the proposal of a 
new solution: teach democracy as reli- 
gion! 

Reading the book, I recalled when, 
as a graduate university student 
more than a quarter-century ago, it 
dawned on me that democracy was 
the coming religion of educational 
America. This religion has made 
startling inroads. Recently, my old 
university professor of educational 
philosophy, an ardent and able advo- 
cate of Dewey’s pragmatism, has said: 

“To make democracy work, we must

make a religion of it.” 

I now read in Williams’ book, that 
to teach democracy as religion, the 
schools must provide the intellectual 
content of the term and must more- 
over engender enthusiasm for democ- 
racy. Williams does not tell us where 
the authoritative statement of the 
dogmas of this religion may be found, 
but he does venture to suggest some 
techniques for engendering religious 
enthusiasm for democracy. He says: 

“The faiths of democracy must be 
put into slogans, into stereotypes, into 
symbols, into songs. Education for 
democracy must awaken joy, elation, 
wonder, dedication. Saluting the flag, 
taking the oath of office, decorating 
the graves on Memorial Day, and 
other symbols have an important 
function; but more effective symbols 
can be created. Impressive ceremonies 
which glorify democracy must be de- 
veloped . .. Students should have 
the opportunity to participate in these 
ceremonies periodically. The Nazis 
have created such ceremonies in glori- 
fication of their ideals (italics mine). 
Some of our present patriotic cele- 
brations are efforts in this direction, 


though they are weak and inadequate. 
The churches and synagogues have 
had a long and varied experience in 
the conduct of services which glorify 
religious ideals. From these various 
sources (Nazi included!) the schools 
can draw patterns which will aid 
them in developing ceremonies which 
are atune to the academic setting.” 
(p. 185) Association Press, N. Y. 

I am disturbed by the favorable re- 
sponse to this book. It was the Reli- 
gious Book Club selection for March 
1945. 

But to teach democracy as religion 
is to prostitute democracy to an- 
other pagan ideology of totalitarian 
flavor. Democracy is democracy only 
if society recognizes God as ultimate 
authority, from whom alone a de 
cratic order can receive its chart 
Teaching democracy as religion is to 
diefy the group-man—and this is the 
very road down which Fascism and 
Communism travel. That road leads 
beyond the crisis of democracy to its 
tragic collapse! 

Religious instruction in the public 
school is not the answer. The church 
must resume its educational respon- 
sibility and give childhood and youth 
Christian nurture. The church’s best 
immediate instrument is the Sunday 
School, which must again be given its 
place as the primary evangelizing 
agency of the church. 

The National Sunday School Asso- 
ciation is the expression of a return- 
ing tide of interest in the Sunday 
School. Let us rally our resources to 
provide the best possible Christ and 
Bible-centered church school, 

—with a clear vision of the end of 
church-school instruction as spiritual 
conversions and the building of moral 
character; 


—with a thorough knowledge of @ 
a 


nature which we seek to change, 
of the Bible as our primary text and 
curriculum source; 
—with skillful command of methods 
that our teaching may be effective. 
Only as we “tell it to the generation 
following” can we stabilize democracy 
and revive the church as an evangeliz- 
ing witness.
